3. Claims 1 & 3-33 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: Claims 1 & 3-33 disclose a method for the 
measuring and monitoring of a volume of a liquid droplet as it is being discharged from 
a liquid dispensing system. The prior art of record does not disclose nor suggest the 
limitations of electrically energizing the liquid with an AC current and measuring the 
capacitance induced in an electrically conductive member sited adjacent the tip as the 
liquid is being discharged from the nozzle.
